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TOWN ORDINANCES. 


The District Attorney gives it as his 


opinion that all ordinances for the govern- 
ment oJ Beno, passed prior to February 
10, 1887, are void, (or the reason that the 
Act which authorized their passage was on 
that day repealed. With doe respect for 
thsj opinion of the District Attorney, the 
JOUBSAL would modestly suggest that it 
might not be safe to violate any of those 
ordinances notwithstanding such opinion. 
It is true, as the District Attorney said, 
"the Constitution says there shall be no 
rbtro»ctive laws." 
May not that very 


clause in the Constitution be a sound rea- 
son why the Legisl'.are could not take 
away from this people a right which they 
acquired by Legislative authority? Cor- 
porations are formed by authority of the 
statutes. Can it be said that corporations 
formed under a valid law could be wiped 
out of existence by tho mere repeal of the 
law? 
If our State Constitution 
was 


amended to-morrow would all the laws of 
the State fall with it? The Constitution is 
but a law—"the supremo law of the land," 
and its death could effec: no other law of 
the land legally passed. It is not sng- 
gestsd that the towft ordinances are in con- 
flict with any "law of the land." and the 
JOURNAL suggests that the people should 
require a more potent reason than thai 
given by the District Attorney to warrant 
them in disregarding town ordinances. 


A Charitable Proposition.

A syndicate of mining capitalists among 


Mills, Frank Rowlands, 
Archie Farrington and others, have pur- 
chased the Union group of mines at Cerro 
Gordo, and will operate them on n grand 
scale.

teen millions.

FOUND A NEW SOURCE OF HEAT. 


Au Astounding Claim Which Sets All 


Science at Naught. 


Lorin^ Blodget in Light, Heat, and 


Power: ' Iho accepted theoriepof hsatgen- 
oratioUj limit the list of materials from 
which heat may be produced by artificial 
means to the substances known as fuels. 
And these fuels are almost wholly confined 
to the various forms of carbon, organic or 
inorganic, vegetable or mineral. 
Not to 


enter on the question whether mineral car- 
bon, coal and oil are derived from organic 
bodies or not, we need only consider thorn 
as mineralized fuels. And as to organic 
fuels, whether vegetable, as in -woody tis- 
sues, or 
as carbonaceous matter in the 


form of animal oils, they burn and give 
heat in strict proportion to the carbon they 
contain. 
We have, therefore, in our wis- 


dom, been attempting much lately in the 
way of keeping np the stock of these or- 
ganic fuels by planting forests, and by 
even making straw np into cakes, like the 
dried peat of the frugal Icelanders. 


But there has now come forward tho 


bold invention of a new source of heat; an 
ever present material, and a self-acting 
process of using It, almost. 
It is a heat 


generator that consumes little of any form 
of fuel as wo now define that word. 
At 


least, it requires scarcely more than the 
match that lights a gas jet to sot it going. 
It does not produce or generate any im- 
portant quantity of the ordinary products of 
combustion—neither smoke, nor carbonic 
acid, nor ashes. It will not be necessary 
to sell the residuals so carefully as gas 
works do, nor will it be necessary to cum- 
ber the sidewalks with ash boxes or ash 
carls. Yet tho heat is as decisive and gen- 
uine as the beat from anthracite coal in a 
blast furnace. 
It will warm a honso thor- 


oughly, and even heat it to excess if not 
carefully regulated. It will melt iron or 
eteel, and by its own self-action, when once 
slatted, it will heat the containing drum or 
fire-box, to a red beat first, and almost a 
white beat u»xt. 
Its^constant bent would 


melt iron or file el if not checked by a 
slight manipulation. 


Is this a miracle or an overwrought men- 


tal strain, such as might reasonably be in- 
ferred? It la neither. It is a literal and 
absolute fact, as plain and practical as a 
large iron heating drum can be made. ID 
this drum a tlight oca1 fire is lighted, and 
Ihe ordinary fuel 
door above and the 


draft door below being properly adjusted, 
the cumulative heat ganeiation begins in- 
stantly. If not stopped by the readjust- 
ment of the doors it Bill go on indefinitely, 
almost to the full ted beating of the con- 
taining vessel or drum. 


It is cleaily the air that is burned, the 


oxygen of the common atmosphere consti- 
tuting the fuel. 
Thero can be no exhaus- 


tion of the supply of air with its contained 
oxygen, and, as no nrtiuicial blast or other 
mechanical i s;enoy is required to feed the 
air, it constitutes a Helf-oreated fliituo. 
It is only requisite to check the supply of 
air no as to avoid cnmulativeeffects—other- 
wise there would clearly be a oteadily in- 
creasing draft to fee'] the flame, and a de- 
gree of heat beyond any capacity tq apply 
it. 
The combustion in this case gives an 


intense heat, with but little visible flame. 
It forms little carbonic oxide or carbonic 
acid gas. 
It would cot deliver sufficient of 


such gases into the air of any room to as 
pbyxiate its occupants if all the products 
of combustion w,°re delivered in and not 
outward through any outgoing flue. At 
the moment of original ignition the small 
amount of coal or wood used to light the 
fire would possibly moke some smoke, but 
after the lighting is effected the heat may 
kept np indefinitely by simply regulating 
the draft of air, and during that time the 
contained fuel used to light the furnace re- 
mains without being more than in part 
consumed. 


This reads little like the record of any 


experiment with ordinary fuels, or any 
record of the evolution of heat units from 
weighed or measured fragments of coal, or 
of wood, or of oil. It is in a great dagree 
a mystery uudor our accepted scientific 
definition, and its great significance is in 
the assurance that the common air may be 
made the adjunct fuel, alike fcr domestic 
heating and for metallorgic uses. 


It will be a blessing to the people of the 


great interior to bo able to substitute the 
bitter north wind for the cosily fuel that 
coal is with them. 
It will be a grateful 


chance for retaliation to burn the wind 
there as a fuel against its own violence. 
All this is too strange to be at once ac- 
cepted, whether true or not, and the writer 
hereof enters a plea of pleasant enthusiasm 
to avert too groat enthusiasm. Yet it is 
(rue 
that the common nir is burned in 


this self-acting furnace, with evolutiocs of 
intense heat.

Hammond, of this city, is experimenting 
with the elixir of life recently discovered by 
Brown-Seqnnrd, of Paris, and thus far, he 
says, the results aro fully equal to the prom- 
ises given out by the great Paris physician.

adopted a lamb, which, I think is better. 
The lamb, you know, is an animal good to 
eat, but we don't eat guinea pigs. 


"The preparation of the medicine and 


treatment of the patient aro very simple. I 
take the selected portion of the lamb 
freshly killed and pound it into a pulp in a 
mortar. 
With this I mix a Uaspoiuful of 


\ '"T, uud the result i filter through fiue 
S,,is9 filtering paper. 
The fluid, which i 


slightly thicker thtm water, comes throug' 
perfectly pure and limpiJ, Tho fi'teriEj 
oinst be caiefully done, for if any port o 
shred should be injected nnd.r the patient'i 
skin it would form abcesses and do harm. 


"Tho extract from a single lauib will be 


sufficient for a dozou injections. 
It does 


not matter to what pirt of tlia body the 
plication is made, but the most convenient 
place is under tho skin of tho forearm 
where tho 6km is comparatively slack. 


'It would hniilly be safe to inject the 


fluid luioa body twsutj-four hours nfler 
the killing of the animal. 


"The injection of blood and of tbo jnico 


of beef into wasted patients hns been com- 
mon for ninny years, nnd it is wMl known 
that to inject tbe essauce of decnjcd beef 
would kill. 


"As soon as the lamb is slaughtered by 


the butcher no time is wasted in pounding 
and filteriug, and within an hour from the 
killing of tho lamb the jnioe is circulating 
through tho patiect's veins find mingling 
with his blood. 


"I began experiments first on myself to 


assure myself that it was not dangerous to 
apatient. 
Since then I ha-,o applied the 


elixir to several olj gentlemen without their 
knowing what it was. 
One man, aged 


about sixty years, had his arm so nearly 
paralyzed with rheumatism that for nearly 
a year he could not raise his band to his 
head. Soon after the elixir was injected 
into his arm he \\as able to wield it in any 
direction and almost as vigorously as he 
hart ever done. 


"Up to the present my experiments have 


been made witliout the patients' knowl- 
edge, but to-morrow I am going to begin 
treating a man in Ibis way at his own re- 
quest, Of course it 19 too early yet to draw 
any sweeping conclusions from the result 
obtained, but BS for as I have gone ILu re- 
sults nre certainly remarkable. 


"When I have continued my experi- 


ments further I shall bo able to dmw con- 
clusions with more confidence. 
Brown-
